New Formula by White 
House Aids to End 
Strike Reported Ready 


—Urgency 
Layoffs Spread. 


Grows 


WASHINGTON, ‘Feb. 1 (AP)— 
President Truman ‘summoned the 
steel fact-finding board and Price 
Administrator Chester Bowles to 
the White House today amid re- 
ports that the Administration is 
ready with a new proposition for 
settling the steel strike. 

The White House announced 
that the fact-finding board had 


been called to a 4 p.m. conference 
with Truman. 

An Office of Price Administra- 
tion official said that Bowles had 
been asked to cut short a vaca- 
é@ion in South Carolina and return 
to the capital immediately. He 
was expected late tonight or early 
tomorrow. Bowles had intended to 
stay in South Carolina until Sun- 
day or Monday. 

‘Steel Inventory Cut Ordered. 

Maenwhile, the Government, 
moving to spread dwindling stocks, 
today cut a@he inventory limit on 
virtually all iron and steel to a 
uniform 45 days’ supply. 

The Civilian Production Admin- 
istration announced the restriction 
“would apply to sales for produc- 
tion as well as to plants closed by 
work stoppages. Previously only 
malleable iron castings were Cov- 
ered by the 45-day limitation. 

The new order cuts from 60 to 
45 days the.inventory limit on all 
iron and steel products listed in 
schedule 1 of CPA order M-21, 
such as carbon bars, structural 
shapes and piling, sheet and strip, 
and tinplate. 

Exempt from the cut are all! 
fron and steel in transit oy loaded 
for shipment as of today and items 
specifically excluded from previous 
restrictions. 

CPA reported that a 15 per cent 
increase in employment in the 
malleable castings industry was 
needed to break up a 31-week abck- 
log of orders. These castings are 
used in such products as refrigera- 
tors, vacuum cleaners and auto- 
mobiles. 

Seizure NGt Involved. 

The new plan for ending the 12- 
day-old steel walkout was reported 
in the hands of top level White 
House advisers, but federal seizure 
of the industry was said not to be 
involved as yet. 

Mounting urgency spurred work 
on the new formulas Government 
aids are frankly concerned about 
the strangling effects of the steel 
*shutdown on other industries. In 
addition to 750,000 steel workers, 
55,000 persons in related indus- 
tries are idle. 

Prices Main Obstacles. 

There was no indication what 
fresh steps government advisers 
Were considering in the steel! sit- 
uation. Persons close to policy- 
makers explained that prices ob- 
viously are the principal obstacles 
to a steel wage agreement.

WESTINGHOUSE 
HEAD URGES CURB 
ON STRIKE Rlatil 


Tells Senators Limit Is 
Necessary ‘if We Are 
to Live With Any Kind 


of Security.’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—Legis- 
lation to curb the right to strike 
was urged today by A. W. Bobert- 
son, chairman of the board of the 
Westinghouse Klectric Corp., 
whose 90,000 employes have left 
their jobs. 

Robertson, ‘who testified for 
three hours before the Senate La- 
bor Committee considering fact- 
finding legislation, said the right 
to strike “is erroneously termed 
an inviolate right,” and cannot be 
considered as such when a strike 
is injurious to public welfare. 

“If the right to strike is invio- 
late,” Robertson said, “then it is 
presumptuous to try to do any- 
thing about it. All rights are rela- 
tive. If we are to live with any 
kind of security we have got to 
regulate the right to strike.” 

He said, for example, that if 
milk is necessary to sustain life 
the man who takes up a milk 
route should give up the strike 
privilege, though he should be 
compensated in some manner for 
his action. He said his ideas 
might sound like heresy, but 
“we've got to have a new notion 
of how to do things.” 

Change Up to Congress. 

Asked by Senator LaFollette Jr. 
(Prog.), Wisconsin, how he would 
change the law, he replied with 
some heat: 

“I wouldn’t want to seem imper- 
tinent, but I'd'look to you, Sena- 
tor, to change the rules.”

Objections Based on Pro- 
visions Permitting In- 
junctions and Denying 
Bargaining Rights in 
Certain Cases. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP)— 
Republicans disagreed today over 
just how tough the House should 
make the new strike control 
legislation it hopes to pass in a 
matter of days. 

There was cold comfort for the 
administration in that, for con- 
sideration of the bill represented 
a sharp setback. The House took 
it up yesterday in preference to 
a modified version of the fact- 
finding meadure sequested by 
President Truman. 

Some of the House Republicans 
said the pending proposal of Rep- 
resentative Case (Rep.), South 
Dakota, should be modijfted con- 

lerably, but other party mem- 
bers thought it would go through 
without much change. 

Republicans lined up almost 
solidly when the House voted 258 
to 114 yesterday to give the Case 
measure immediate right of way. 
Only 15 Republicans were re- 
corded against the move. 

Later several Republicans said 
they had supported the Case pro- 
posal only to insure speedy action 
to curb industrial strife. 

They told reporters they con- 
Bidered the Case measure “too 
stringent.” They objected  par- 
ticularly to provisions that would 
permit injunctions against unions 
and deny collective bargaining or 
re-employment rights to workers 
resorting to boycotts or violence 
in picketing. 

Supporters of Bill Confident. 

Supporters of the bill remained 
confident of success, however, and 
House leaders speaking privately 
backed them up. The leaders 
made it clear that son.e modifica- 
tion: are likely, but they expected 
few basic changes in the bill. 

The Ca:e bill would set up a 
national labor-management board 
to help settle labor disputes which 
it decided affected the public in- 
terest. 

It would outlaw violent picket- 
ing, authorize civil suits against 
violat.-s of labor contracts and 
make unions svbject to injunc- 
tions. Unions of supervisory em- 
ployes, such as foremen, would 
have no status. 

Representative Dirksen of Illi- 
nois, one of the Republicans who 
considered the bill too stringent, 
said he would offer an amend- 
ment Mor: ay to replace it with 
legislation “to permit constructive 
action by the House.” 

Dirksen said his proposal would 
be patterned after a measure in- 
troduced last Septeinber: by Sen- 
ator McMahon (Dem.)., Connecti- 
cut, with backing of Senators Hay- 
den (Dem.), Arizona, Elbert 
Thomcs (Dem.), Utah, and Tun- 
nell (Dem.), Utah. Its general 
purpose, he said, is “to strengthen 
conciliation and mediation.” 

Strike Bar Opposed. 

Representative Landis of Indi- 
ana, No. 2 Republican on the 
Hipuse labor committee, also urged 
modification of the Case proposal. 
He termed a suggested bar on 
strikes “impractical and unAmer- 
ican.” He also said “there is too 
much meddling by the Govern- 
ment in these labor disputes.” 

Some Democrats still are hope- 
ful of getting Mr. Truman’s fact- 
finding formula through as a 
compromise. 

The AFL

“will not bring peace and harmony 
in industrial relations, but on the 
‘contrary, will cause confusion, 
chaos, injustice and will disrupt 
industrial relations.”

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Ickes Says Pauley Tried to Bar Tidelands Suit

Pauley sat a few feet away from 
the committee table, but as the 
session progressed he shoved him- 
self up to the table next to Sena- 
tor Eastland (Dem.), Mississippi, 
and from then on whispered into 
his ear frequently. This was 
usualy followed by a _ question 
from Eastland, addressed to the 
witness. Eastland volunteered 
some information on the price of 
gasoline, and when a committee 
member asked him where he had 
received the data, he laughed and 
said: “Just. now, from Mr. Pauley.’ 

Bickering and quips punctured 
the session today. A sharp flare- 
up occurred at one juncture be- 
tween Senator Ralph Owen Brew- 
ster of Maine and Senator Millard 
Tydings of Maryland over pro- 
cedure. Once, when Ickes as wit- 
ness was asked if Pauley had ever 
sought his post of Secretary of the 
Interior, he replied: “I don’t think 
he every wanted it. I think he’s 
too smart to want to be Secretary 
of the Interior.” 

This evoked general laughter. 


Says Pauley Was “Inaccurate.” 


One of the last questions put to 
Ickes was: “With your knowledge 
of the facts on the tidelands con- 
troversy, would you say that Mr. 
Pauley told the truth under oath 
yesterday when he stated to this 
committee that he had never 
tried to stop the filing of the Gov- 
ernment’s test suit on tidelands?” 

Ickes leaned back and fingered 
his green tie, looked up a moment 
and finally replied with a sad 
sigh: 
don’t think that was an accurate 
statement.” 

Brewster asked Ickes what his 
opinion was of the propriety of a 
man who has large oil interests 
serving as a high official of the 
Navy Department. Ickes again 
avoided a direct answer as to 
Pauley’s qualifications, indicating 
that as a Cabinet member he was 
in no position to answer. 


Getting back to the Mexico- 
Pauley contract, Ickes, under ques- 
tioning, said that he supported it 
stanchly, and even urged President 
Roosevelt to support the proposal. 
But, he added, both he and Roose- 
velt were interested only in the 
general idea of having a refinery 
constructed in Mexico inthe in- 
terest of the American war effort, 
and they had no interest what- 
ever in Pauley personally or his 
associates getting the contract for 
the job. Ickes said, too, that he 
had not known the terms of the 
Pauley contract, and that if they 
were as he has now been informed 
they were, he could not have ap- 
proved such a contract. 

Didn’t Trust Thornburg. 


In the forthright manner for 
which he is known, Ickes did say 
that he personally did not “trust” 
Max Thornburg, former petroleum 
adviser in the State Department 
who blocked the Pauley contract. 
Ickes explained that he thought 
Thornburg did not represent the 
interests of the State Department 
primarily, but on the contrary 
was seeking to further the in- 
terests of a major oil company 
with which he had been con- 
nected. Before going to the State 
Department, Thornburg was con- 
nected with Standard Oil of Cal- 
ifornia, 

Thornburg had vigorously de- 
nied any such ulterior purpose in 
opposing the Pauley project, and 
today a new witness, Lawrence 
Duggan, formerly political adwiser 
to the Secretary of State, testified 
that Thornburg’s adverse opinion 
on the contract was shared by al 
the responsible State Department 
officials. 

Rayburn’s Excited Denial. 

At the close of Ickes's testimony 
Speaker Sam Rayburn of oil-laden 
Texas bustled into the committee 
room, rushed to the witness chair, 
and remaining standing, declared 
that Pauley could not have in- 
fluenced him on the tidelands leg- 
islation because his mind had 
been made up on it many years 
ago. 

Rayburn, obviously excited, and 
still standing, said he was appear- 
ing as a voluntary witness “as a 
friend of Mr. Pauley and of the 
truth.” He then went on to 
acknowledge the truth of the 
Post-Dispatch disclosure that Pau- 
ley had introduced to him W. W. 
Clary, special assistant attorney 
general of California, who drafted 
the tidelands quitclaim legislation. 

“T’ll see anybody that Mr. Pau- 
ley asks me to see,” boomed the 
Speaker. “The writer of that 
Post-Dispatch article came to see 
me and {[stold him then exactly 
what I’m telling you now,” he 
added—and was promptly excused. 

The entire case against Pauley 
as developed by Tobey is based on 
a series of exciusive stories pub- 
lished last fall and earlier i.is 
year by the Post-Dispatch. Many 
of them were reprinted in the 
Washington Post. 


Mexico Wanted Pauley Out. 

Thornburg testified yesterday 
that—far from approving Pauley’s 
proposal to build a $15,000,000 re- 
finery in Mexico City——-Mexico had, 
in fact, through Efrain Buenros- 
tra, head of its government oil 
monopoly, “d@sked for protection 
from ‘the Pauley gang,’ saying 
Mexico had *#nough political rack- 
eteers of its own.’” 

It appeared from ‘Thornburg’s 
testimony, relating what Buenros- 
tra had told him, that Pauley pre- 
sented his proposal to Mexico on 
a “take it or leave: it” basis, giv- 
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ing this refinery—which it did— 
Mexico would have to get it on 
Pauley’s terms or do without. 

The State Department’s objec- 
tion to Pauley’s terms were that 
they did not, in Thornburg’s esti- 
give that country a fair 
break. In addition, the State De- 
partment was then evolving a 
plan for the whole subject of 
American exploitation of foreign 
oil deposits,*hoping to avoid the 
extremes which had led to ex- 
propriation in Mexico and other 
countries, It did not think that 
with Mexico had 
reached a stage where any ex- 
ploitation proposal ought to be 
presented. 


Thornburg Forced to Resign. 

Ultimately, in August 1943, 
Thornbyrg resigned from his State 
Department post, under pressure 
which he attributed to Pauley. He 
did block the Pauley deal, how- 
ever. Mexico got United States 
assistance in building the refinery, 
‘but it is a Mexican owned and 
operated plant. 

Dramatically, Thornburg related 
the circumstances of his forced 
resignation. He spoke coolly and 
impersonally about it, but the air 
was charged with tension. Pauley 
sat directly behind him, fixing icy 
blue eyes on the back of Thorn- 
burg’s neck—a cold stare that 
would deep-freeze a flounder in 40 
seconds. 

Pauley’s Composure Wilts. 


Early in the session, when Pau- 
ley was telling his own story, he 
was the archtype of a composed, 
confident big operator. He spoke 
in rumbling deep voice, and his 
every gesture had the unconscious 
grace of a panther. As the day 
wore on, his collar wilted, and it 
was obvious;that he had encoun- 
tered a session more than he had 
bargained for. 

Highlight of Thornburg’s recital 
of the circumstances which led to 
his resignation was a luncheon 
meeting with Pauley. They had 
another of many arguments over 
Thornburg’s opposition to what 
Senator Tobey had referred to as 
“Pauley’s project, practical, profit- 
able and patriotic.” 

“Liquidation” Threatened. 


“Ed was never a man to be 
subtle about such things,’ Thorn- 
burg testified. He told me: 

“*Time is running against me on 
this deal. I’ve got a lot of money 
tied up in it. You think it isn’t 
a. good deal for Mexico. That 
doesn’t concern me, If I can’t 
close it soon I never can close it. 
[I have an appointment .at_ the 
White House in 20 minutes (here 
Thornburg thumped his index fin- 
ger, on the table several times to 
imitate Pauley’s deliberate em- 
phasis)—and you have just that 
much time to remove your opposi- 
tion, or—it’s liquidation.’ ” 

In response to questions about 
what he understood the term 
“liquidation” to mean, Thornburg 
said he took it to mean that 
Pauley would “take steps to pro- 
tect his interests,” that he (Thorn- 
burg) would be removed from his 
job. 

F.D.R. Urges Hull to Hasten Deal, 

“We walked back together,” he 
continued. “Ed went to the White 
House, and-I to my office in the 
State Department. An hour and 
a half later an urgent message 
reached Secretary Hull from the 
White House.” 

The “urgent message” was one 
to which Thornburg had referred 
previously. It was one of several 
“chits” which Hull had received 


from President Roosevelt, urging | 
haste in passing on the Mexican) 


oil deal. Hull immediately called 
Thornburg and others into confer- 
ence, 

Before relating what happened | 
at that conference, Thornburg was 
asked by Tobey -if Pauley had not 
told him: “T can handle any man 
in Washington, high or low—ex- 
cept you—and if you are smart, 
you'll see which side of your bread 
is buttered.” “He said words to 
that effect at the luncheon,” 
Thornburg responded. 

“This chit from the White House 
was a particularly sharp one, 
Thornburg said. It was something 
along the lines of: ‘Why isn’t the 
Mexican deal going forward?’ 

Blunt Reply to President. 

“T drafted a short statement of 
the reasons for opposing it. It 
was short, and blunt. It said 
what needed to be said. It was 
passed around the table, and the 
opinion seemed to be that it was 
not the kind of a memo the Sec- 
retary of State sends to the Pres- 
ident. Some of the others made 
an effort to smooth oyt the lan- 
guage, to tone it down, Then the 
Secretary, who had been listening 
but saying nothing as he always 
‘did, said, ‘Give me that memo.’ 
He reached into his pocket, pulled 
out a pencil, and scribbled ‘C. H.’ 
on it. And that’s the way it went 
to the White House.” 


called on Secretary Ickes, who 
had also been pressing for action. 
They explained to Ickes the terms 
of the Pauley proposal, Ickes 
agreed instantly that it should 
not be approved, Thornburg said, 


and demanded: “Why didn’t you 
tell me about this?” 

Ickes’s demand was addressed 
to Ralph K, Davies, vice president 
of the Standard Oil Co. of Cali- 
fornia, who was his deputy as 
Petroleum Administrator for War. 
“Davies turned to me,” Thornburg 
went on, “and asked, "Why didn’t 
you tell me? 

“T guess my jaw dropped at 
that one,” Thornburg said, with a 
rueful smile. 

He had explained previously that 
he had repeatedly expressed to 
Davies in detail the terms of the 
Pauley project, and the State De- 
partment’s reasons for withholding 
approval, but that Davies had con- 
tinued to demand that it be ap- 
proved. 

“I Saw What Was Coming.” 

In any event, the pressure from 

Ickes and Davies stopped after 
that meeting, Thornburg said, and 
President Roosevelt’s response to 
the memo he had drafted to Sec- 
retary Hull was that he was not 
interested in any particular pro- 
posal, by Pauley or anyone else, 
but that he did want some plan 
developed to make Mexico’s oil re- 
sources available to the war ef- 
fort. 
» “But I could see what was com- 
ing,” Thornburg testified. ‘Some 
time before I had been tipped off 
that I was to be removed for 
opposing Pauley. I told the Sec- 
retary then that I seemed to be 
getting to be more of a burden to 
the department ‘than ‘th. burden 
I was carrying for it. I told him 
that when he came to feel the 
same way to have no hesitation in 
telling me, and I would get out 
the same day. 

“After that last episode, I was 
called into the office of a high 
official—I‘d rather not name him 
—and the intimation was given to 
me that perhaps in the very near 
future the burden of keeping me 
in the department would. be heav- 
ier than it could support. I went 
back to my office and wrote out 
my resignation. It took me some 
weeks to wind up my affairs, and 
I got out sometime in August 
1943.” 

While all this was going on, 
Thornburg related, the Mexican 
Government had a technical oil 
mission here, developing plans and 
specifications for an aviation gas- 
oline refinery to be built in Mex- 
ico with United States assistance. 
The report of this mission went 
to the office of Davies for consid- 
‘eration, and there it got stuck. 
Thornburg said he first learned 
of the report when Pauley told 
him Davies had it. It was to have 
gone from Davies's office to the 
State Department, 

ee Over Lost Contract, 

A curious bit of byplay en- 
livened the session yesterday aft- 
ernoon. At the outset, Senator 
Tobey announced that a resume of 
Pauley’s) Mexican oil contract, 
which he had asked Pauley to 
identify at the morning session, 
had been “lost, strayed or stolen, 
he asked for its return and made 
the usuai offer, facetiously, of “no 
questions asked.” Pauley joinedin 
the laughter, but the document 
was not returned.

The missing contract was the 
only one available to the commit- 
tee. Pauley’s manifest surprise 
when it was handed to him for 
identification clearly indicated 
| that he'd give a lot to know how 
it came into the possession of the 
‘committee. 

Later, Tobey was informed 
there was reason to believe Pauley 
had the contract resume, and he 
repeated his request for its return. 
This time he looked directly at 
Pauley and said: 

“The last time I saw it, 
in your hands, Mr. Pauley.

‘Pauley fished into his briefcase, 
flushed, and came up with the 
missing document.

PENICILLIN MIST 
USED TO TREAT 
SINUS TROUBLES 


Favorable 
by Inhaling Drug Through 
Pressure Device. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (AP)—A 
new method of treating sinus 
troubles with penicillin, in which 
the drug is inhaled into the nose 
in“a mist, is announced in the 
Annals of Internal Medicine. 

Ordinary inhalation does 
.enter the sinuses. 
'this, an inhalator is fitted wittha 
‘tube that at intervals sucks air 
out of the nasal passages so that 
pressure there is reduced 
This brings air 
out of the sinuses momentarily. 
As the pressure rises after the 
suction, air returns to the sinuses, 
laden with the penicillin mist. 

Only a few cases of treatment 
were reported. In all of these 
the results were declared favor- 
able. The report said that the 
atomized penicillin is valuable for 
both acute and chronic 
sinus troubles,

Criticism Voiced by Some 
Papers to Truman Re- 
quest for Credit for 
Britain. | 


WASHINGTON, Feb 1 (AP)— 
First editorial reaction to Pres- 
ident Truman's request for speedy 
Congressional approval of the pro- 
posed $3,750,000,000 loan to Britain 
has been largely favorable. 

There was, however, some criti- 
cism of the loan agreement and 
of Truman’s message to Congress 
earlier this week. 

Typical of the favorable reac- 
tion was this assertion by the 
Kansas City Star: 

“It is in accordance with Amer- 
ican interest to help Britain to 
her feet for reasons that are both 
economic and political. Normally 
Britain is our best foreign cus- 
tomer. By the proposed loan we 
shall enable her to start business 
again. On the political side we 
need Britain as a strong outpost 
for our sort of democracy in the 
Old World.” 

However, the New York Daily 
News in an editoriai which also 
appeared in the Washington 
Times-Herald, asked, if Britain 
gets the loan: 

“What argument can there be 
against ‘loaning’ Russia the 6 bil- 
lions Stalin told some Congress- 
men he wanted? Then why not 
‘loan’ France the 2% billions it is 
reported willing to accept? After 
that why not just tell Iran, Iraq 
and every other nation that wants 
some of our money to come and 
get it? 

“If we must spend that money, 
why not... split it about 50-50 
between the real long-range na- 
tional defense program and gen- 
erous bonuses for our own vet- 
erans of World War II?”

From the start 
the issue was whether wage in- 
creases would or would not be 
paid by business out of, existing 
profit margins. (No one argued 
there should not be any wage in- 
creases at all. That would have 
implied losing the labor vote—an 
eventuality too painful to contem- 
plate.) 

At first, urged on by such 
advisors as Administrator Ches- 
ter Bowles of the Office of 
Price Administration, President 
Truman asserted wage increases 
could and would come from exist- 
ing profit margins, without price 
increases. In the _ intervening 
months, the President has moved 
more and more towards the posi- 
tion of John Snyder, Dr. John 
Steelman, and the other business 
and: profit-minded members of the 
White House group. These men 
believe that high business profits 
contribute more directly to pros- 
perity than sustained purchasing 
power. 

Price Increases Granted. 

In line with this view, price In- 
creases are now being granted, in 
most cases, to compensate for 
wage increases, buisness is to be 
permitted to make the same or 
greater profits as before, even if 
this in part nullifies the value o 
labor’s wage increases by contract- 
ing the buying power of wages. 

The intra-administration contro- 
versy, in the course of which the 
President gradually has changed 
his position, has been exceedingly 
complex and intensely bitter. All 
sorts of personalities have been 
involved. In the earlier stages, 
when the President's top advisers 
were less: self reliant, such able 
young economists as Richard Gil- 
bert of OPA and Robert Nathan

Senator Bilbo of Mississippi, taking over the 
filibuster against the fair employment) practice 
bill, announced the intention of speaking for the 
next 60 days for the protection of “white Gen- 
tiles.” From what a well of wisdom does this 
man speak, that his remarks should be the sole 
business of the Senate of the United States in 
these momentous days when prosperity, peace 
and the very existence of the world tremble in 
the balance? A look at the record may indicate. 

‘There are two pieces of wisdom the Senator 
from Mississippi has to give the Senate, and on 
them he has built.a caréer of 38 years in public 
life. They are: “Sardines, crackers and cheese 
will go a long way.” And again: “The people 
will always forget.’ On the first of these he 
has built his physical vigor; on the second, his 
political philosophy, 

With these simple precepts Senator Bilbo has 
become a symbol of bigotry. He stands for 
shame and prejudice.

“’The Man.” as he likes to call himself, watched 
the rise of Fascism and Nazism with approval 
and delight. ‘“‘Race consciousness,”’ he said, with 
the pleasure of the substantiated prophet, “is 
developing in all parts of the world. For ex- 
ample, consider Italy, consider Germany. It is 
beginning to be recognized by the thoughtful 
minds of our age that the conservation of racial 
values is the only hope for future civilization. It 
will be recalled that Hitler . . . gave as the

preciate the importance of race values. They 
understand that racial improvement is the great- 
est asset that any country can have.” 

Bilbo has participated in every filibuster with 
which votes on anti-lynching, anti-poll tax and 
fair employment bills have been frustrated since 
he was sent to the Senate 12 years ago by. the 
free and universal suffrage of 5 per cent of the 
potential voters of Mississippi. He has twice 
proposed that all the Negroes in the United 
States be deported to Liberia. When a young 
woman of Italian ancestry, the sister of three 
American soldiers, one of whom_had given his 
life for his country, wrote to Bilbo in protest 
of his filibuster against FEPC last year, he ad- 
dressed her in reply as “My dear Dago,” asked 
“What in the hell are you griping about?” and 
told her to “keep her dirty proboscis” out of 
his affairs. He addressed other protesting Amer- 
icans as ‘““My dear kike” and “Dear nigger.” 


Bilbo arrived in the United States Senate by 
way of many vocations: laundryman, mill hand, 
news butcher, lawyer, Baptist preacher, rural 
school teacher, pecan grower, State Senator, 
Lieutenant Governor and twice Governor. 


The Mussolini of Mississippi 


Elected State Senator in 1908, he was accused 
of taking a bribe to change his vote for United 

tates Senator—election was by the Legislature 
then. He waved a fistfull of bills at his ac- 
cusers, and admitted accepting $645, but de- 
clared he had done so to trap the candidate he 
had voted for. The candidate was not trapped, 
but was elected. A movement to impeach Bilbo 


lost by one vote, but the Senate, imputing tox 


him an “established bad character and lack of 
credibility,” pronounced him ‘unfit to sit with 
honest, upright men in a respectable legislative 
body.” 
Six years later the people of Mississippi—the

his State needed was a Mussolini, Bilbo nomi- 
nated himself “the Mussolini of Mississippi.” 
Desiring to do something for education, and at 
the shme time for some friends who would like 
jobs, he fired the presidents of three of the 
State institutions of higher education, and in- 
stalled in their stead a real estate salesman who 
had never been, graduated from college, a power 
company press agent and a former public ste- 
nographer. The discharge of 199 faculty mem- 
bers followed, and the removal of the colleges 
from the accredited list. Bilbo’s explanation of 
his brain-purge was simple. “Things have come 
to a hell of a pass when a man can’t wallop his 
own jackass.” 


Pat Harrison's Estimate 


He was elected Governor again in 1928, and 
at the end of his term Mississippi had $11,500.,- 
000 in debts and $1326.27 in the State Treasury. 
Out of a job at the end. of his term, he was 
recommended to the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration by the late Senator Pat Harrison 
in phrases of qualified eulogy. 

“He is very talented and one of the most 
brilliant and magnetic personalities in politics,” 
Senator Harrison said. “Of course, I don’t think 
it would be wise to place Bilbo in a position of 
financial responsibility. He’s as honest as the 
day is long, you understand, but it wouldn’t be 
fair to put him under any temptation. 
more, Bilbo is an extremely energetic man, but 
I wouldn’t give him a job that called for too 
much work. At'the same time, it might be 
wisest not to subject him to contact with dis- 
tracting feminine influences.” Bilbo’s peculiar 
combination of talents and allergies was fitted 
into the Federal service through creation of a 
job clipping news articles and pasting them up 
at a salary of $6000 a year. 

Tiring of snipping and gluing, Bilbo ran for 
the United States Senate on the sure-fire plat- 
form, that his opponent, the incumbent, had 
given “a Damyankee Republican” a $9000-a-year 
job. He promised that if elected he would “raise 
more hell than Huey Long ever thought Pa 

Bilbo has distinguished himself in the Senate 
as the blabbermouthpiece of filibuster; as the 
author of the Negro-deportation bill and an ex- 
traordinary piece of legislation which would 
have authorized Congress to reverse Supreme 
Court decisions by a two-thirds vote; and as the 
chairman of the Senate District Committee, in 
which post he Mayor of Washington 
and has opposed the franchise for the Federal 
city’s people on the grounds that “the alleys’’-— 
by which he means the Negroes—would. out- 
vote “the avenues’’—by which he means the 
white Southern Democratic Gentiles.

Ford Raises-a Point 

Henry Ford II has a real grievance with the 
Administration, but his remedy would make mat- 
ters worse for everyone, including himself. 

His company loses $300 per car because 
strikes and ceiling-price troubles of supplidrs 
keep it from producing at the rate its facilities 
were designed for. But to buy labor peace by 
abandoning price controls, as he proposes, would 
also be to buy inflation in massive doses. Wages 
and prices would spiral upward. Soon automo- 
biles and other goods would be so dear that only 
the moneyed few could pay for them. Then 
stagnation and loss, including Ford Motor Co. 

There is stagnation now. Must it come either 
way? Not if the Government will adjust Mr. 
Ford’s and the American people’s real grievance. 

The Truman Administration itself shattered 
industrial peace when it refused to set limits be- 
yond which organized labor’s crusade for higher 
pay may not go. Mr. Truman did that last 
Aug. 18 by junking the Little Steel formula 
without establishing a successor. 

So now there is a nation-wide battle to en- 
large organized labor’s slice of pie. The Ad- 
ministration has never spoken straight on this 
question. The Post-Dispatch’s analysis yester- 
day, however, indicates that it wants hourly 
wages to average about 90 per cent above Janu-

The basic themes of these books are iden- 
tical—life on the farm, as seen by former 
city dwellers, Taken together, they prove 
that farm life varies little the country over, 
for the books have widely different settings 
--the Pacific Northwest, New England and 
the Missouri Ozarks, respectively. 

In “The Egg and I,” Betty MacDonald, a 
“citified” girl if ever there was one, tells 
of marrying a man 13 years her senior, 
whose ambition was to raise chickens. 

The story of Betty and Bob on their 
chicken ranch in the Olympic Mountain re- 
gion of Washington State is hilariously told. 
The tempo is gay, even in chronicling such 
difficult days as the times when they ran 
out of kerosene (and they had no electric 
light), or when the big black kitchen range 
became refractory and simply refused to 
work. The pressure cooker was another 
source of constant woe until the day it ex- 
ploded in bomb-like fashion, whereupon 
Betty breathed a sigh of utter relief. 

Betty wondered pensively why her hus- 
band had to be one of those men who look 
on a chicken farm as the best way of “get- 
ting away from it all,” but his fondness for 
poultry raising did not prevent Betty from 
enjoying life (even though she grew to hate 
the sight of an egg), or from turning out 
a delightful story about her experiences.

In “Fresh From the Hills,” life on Sun- 
rise Mountain Farm in the Missouri Ozarks 
is described by Marge,-+-wife of the “Jedge,” 
or Justice of the Peace.

How Cost Is Divided. 


About one-third of the cost of 
the present scheme will fall upon 
the Exchequer. The rest will be 
paid by contributions levied upon 
all working members of the popu- 
lation. A working man, for in- 
stance, will pay four shillings and 
sixpence (90 cents) per week and 
his employer a weekly sum of 
three shillings and sevenpence (72 
cents) in respect of that work- 
man. A makried man’s contribu- 
tion covers himself and his family 
-and all adult persons must pay 
their contributions as all will be 
entitled to benefit. 

What does the citizen get in 
return for his payments? If he 
becomes ill, he will, if single, re- 
ceive 26 shillings ($5.20) per week;

Pay for Unemployed. 


If a man becomes unemployed,

This is pay- 
able for a period of 30 weeks with- 
out any means test and may be 
continued after that period if the 
local tribunal believes him willing 
to work and regards the lack of a 
job as due to circumstances out- 
side his control.

Wide Maternity Benefits. 


The range of this category of 
benefits can be seen from the fact 
that there are some four million 
old-age pensioners and that the 
scheme for them will begin to 


operate from August, 1946. It will, 
indeed, be a boon and a blessing 
to the old people of Great Britain. 
Every woman in confinement 
will receive a maternity grant of 
four- pounds ($16). If, though mar- 
ried, she is working, she receives 
in addition a maternity allowance 
of 36 shillings ($7.20) weekly pro- 
vided she does not work for six 
weeks before and seven weeks 
after the birth of her child. If 
she keeps a home going, she re- 
ceives an “attendance allowance” 
of one pound ($4) weekly for four 
weeks to enable her to pay for 
domestic help in the house to re- 
place her own normal service. 


A Great Social Advance. 


Where the death occurs of an 
adult in a family, there is a fu- 
neral grant of £20 ($80) which de- 
creases with the deaths of younger 


persons to a minimum of £6 ($24) 


as a funeral grant for a child un- 
der three. The importance of this 
part of the scheme is that it will 
end the century-old scandal of 
“burial societies” which enables 
both the great insurance compa- 
nies and the little local clubs to 
make large sums annually from 
lapsed premiums. 

The bill is not merely one of the 
great social advances of modern 
times in the field of social legis-

Vast Oil Deposits. 


He is said to have reported that 
the oil beneath .the great empty 
desert that Saudi Arabia is 
greater in extent than all the oil 
deposits discovered thus far in 
both North and South America. 
With the development of atomic 
power for commercial uses still 
in the distant future, this oil rep- 
resents unlimited wealth ana pow- 
er. Standard Oil of California and 
the Texas company have the sole 
right to develop this wealth. 

This lends special interest to cer- 
tain maneuvers here in Washing- 
ton. Edwin W. Pauley, an oil 
man, has been nominated Under 
Secretary of the Navy and will 
be promoted to Secretary when 
James Forrestal resigns.

No one doubts the ability of 
these men.

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The New Films

Tragic Story of the ‘Displaced Persons’ 


HERE are two extraordinary fine new movies in town this 
7 week. Let’s start off with “THE LAST CHANCE,” which 
opened yesterday at the ORPHEUM. “The Last Chance” 
was filmed in Switzerland. Produced by L. Wechsler, directed 
by Leopold Lindberg, with its screen play by 
Richard Schweizer, it has been acted superbly 
by a cast who were largely amateurs before this 
professional debut, and it is a story of Europe’s 
“displaced persons.” 

The “displaced persons,” as you all know, are 
the people of Europe who were torn from their 
native soils by the Axis, and later, after the 
Allied victory, continued, like millions of animated trees, with 
their starved roots bleeding, to wander the roads of Europe, 
and no place to plant themselves again. “The Last Chance” 
takes up the story of a few of these people. 

The exact time of the action, historically, is a few weeks 
after Badoglio has taken over the Government of Italy. The 
new Government has told the Italian people that an Armistice 
is in effect. Rejoicing begins among the civilian population, the 
liberated slaves, and the Allied prisoners of war. ‘Then the 
Germans, slaughtering Italians and Allied nationals alike, move 
in with tanks and guns and terror. The war’s still on. Two 
British Army men and an American G.I. are being helped to 
escape by an Italian village priest. The priest begs them to 
help a small column of displaced persons to get to safety across 
the Swiss borders with them. The two groups join hands, 
Eventually, after many agonies, they pass over into Switzer- 
land. The film, which exercises an audience’s emotions in the 
strongest and most dramatic manner, is, undoubtedly, the best 
picture yet filmed on its tragic subject, and the audience was 
visibly moved. ° »¢6 

The actors playing the three Army men—E. G. Morrison and

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John Hoy the Britishers, and Ray Reagan the American—were 


all prisoners of war in Italy in real life, and all three have in- 
dicated an intention to continue in films. It is a well-justified 
choice. Luisa Rossi, playing an Italian farm girl, has a Merle 
Oberon sort of looks and appeal, and will probably be seen in 
movies again. The Alps figure in much of the photography, 
and never seemed more beautiful, whiter and colder, and more 


terrifying. 


Ray Milland in Top Acting Form 

The other great new movie in town is “THE LOST WEEK- 
END,” now at the FOX, with Ray Milland playing the part of 
a well-nigh incurable drunk in the film adaption of the book by 

Charles Jackson. The picture was previewed in 
the Jan. 20 issue of the Post-Dispatch. But a 
re-seeing, with a near-capacity audience present 
and reacting to the picture’s stark attack on the 
sensibilities, proved there was much that could 
still be said about it. 
To give you the resume, in the simplest pos- 
sible psychological terms, it is shown that the 
reason for Milland’s incessant and self-destructive solitary 
drinking is that he has been bitterly disappointed in himself 
as a writer. He drinks, therefore, (one) to forget that he’s 
written nothing, and (two) to remember, in drunkenness, the 
ecstatic dreaming that made him, in the first place, decide to 
Jjift himself out of the middle path of everyday living into the 
rarified creative life of the imaginative writer. 

The whole plot revolves about a healthful weekend in the 
country that his brother, played by Philip Terry, and his “best 
girl,” played by Jane Wyman, plan for him as part of their re- 
habilitation program. He jumps the traces, begs,. borrows, 
steals, etc., the money to drown himself, alcoholically, in “a 
lost weekend.” He winds up with an attack of delirium tremens, 
during the course of which small animals, bats and mice, tor- 
tured products of a sick and saturated brain, battle in his room. 
Concluding that the only way out is suicide, he is dissuaded 
from pwiling the trigger, as a final act of failure and evasion, 
by Miss Wyman, who, in the last few seconds of the picture, 
gets him to start to write the long-deferred book. 

Again, compliments must be handed out to the entire sup- 
porting cast for acting jobs far above the average in sincerity 
and power. The supporting cast includes Howard da Silva as a 
humanitarian bartender, Doris Dowling as a starved-for-ele- 
gance-and-tenderness girl of the streets, and Frank Faylen as 
a sadistic male nurse. The principals were faultless. Milland 
is an absolutely top candidate for best acting honors of the 
year. Charles Brackett produced the picture for Paramount. 
Billy Wilder directed. Wilder, as director, was the spark plug 
for the whole effort, of course, 


Action Movie With Western-Ballad Qualities 


“THE DALTONS RIDE AGAIN,” a Western action film, is 
now at the MISSOURI. From a longtime moviegoer’s experi- 
ence with Western films, it had been expected that this film 

would run true to pattern, and be a ho-hum item 
for an adult audience. 

Actually, “The Daltons Ride Again” is a 
highly-enjoyable Western, with qualities to make 
it memorable such as you find in the most haunt- 
ing of the Western ballads.

STEAMING platter of spa- 
A ghetti swathe? in a racy- 

flavored tomato sauce 
speckled here and there with 
savory meat balls that in turn 
carry a cap sheaf of dry sharp 
grated cheese is a food that the 
most of people crave to eat with 
at least bi-weekly regularity. 
When the family consists entire- 
ly of adults, the recipe can be 
made just as the Romans do it. 
But when there are children, it 
is wise to go easy on the season- 
ings. A little onion and salt in 
the tomato sauce _ nutritionists 
will recommend. 

Of course, there is an easy way 
of handling the gituation and sat- 
isfy everyone. The _ children’s. 
spaghetti can be removed about 
10 minutes before serving time, 
then tomato paste, a clove of gar- 
lic, and caraway seed that has 
been bruised can be added and 
simmered for 10 minutes and the 
desired flavor for adults will be 
obtained. Sometimes the tomato 
sauce becomes very sharp as it 
is simmered. This ‘is due to the 
tomatoes which have a _ higher 
acia content than usual. When 
this happens, it is best to add a 
little sugar—just enough to take 
off the sHarp edge. 

Spaghetti With Meat Balls. 

One pound mixed ground beef 
and pork, one-fourth cup grated 
strone cheese, one teaspoon car- 
away seed, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley, two tablespoons chopped 

reen pepper, dash pepper, one 
egg, well beaten, two and one-half 
teasvo-ns salt, three strips of

And one 
girl from Scotland had been taken 
to a spot where she could lie 
down because, as she said, she 
was not a good traveler. But I 
surmised she was already begin- 
ning to be somewhat homesick. 

What ,courage these young 
things have, confronting life in a 
strange land! It is an adventure 
and a rather lonely one. I hope 
they find friends when they reach 
our hospitable shores, 

But we are not always as 
thoughtful as we might be. One 
woman sent me a clipping from a 
newspaper. in which it was report- 
ed that many girls in the United 
States looked upon these brides as 
interlopers who had taken from 
them the men they might have 
married. As a matter of fact, 
when you think what jionely lives 
our men have led during the years 
of war, we should be grateful that 
they found wives to give them de- 
votion during their periods of 
leave. We can hope that the nec- 
essary adjustments can be made 
and that happy homes will come 
into being. 

The girls were bound for every 
part of the United States. Some 
of them want to find jobs. Others 
already have their jobs in the 
form of very active youngsters. 
I wished them all good luck and 
came away with an inevitable 
sigh for the heartaches that must 


accompany any break such as 
these girls are making with their 
past. 

To my joy, when I went to the 
closing of the American Red 
Cross center at Rainbow Corner, 
a young man came up to me and 
said, “You probably have forgot- 
ten me, Mrs. Roosevelt, but I am 


the young Man who lay so long. 


in that bed at the hospital.in Ox- 
fard and whom your English 
friends | insisted you must stop 
to see.” JI remembered at once 
my oil with him in the hospital 
when I was here in 1942, 

He had been with the American 
flyers who joined the British in 
the days of the battle of Britain, 
very early in the war. When I 
had seen him before, there was 
very little hope that he would ever 
walk again. But youth is a won- 
derful asset, and here he is, not 
only able to walk, but planning to 
go back to America soon and earn 
a living. 

[ cannot close this column with- 
out a word about Harry Hopkins, 
who was one of my husband's 
closest friends. When I saw him 
just before I left home, he was 
in the hospital. I knew that he 
had been very ill and might never 
again be very well. I hoped, how- 
ever, that there might be “Some 
years ahead of him in which he 
could do some of the work that 
he still wanted to do, and in 
which he could enjoy thé peace 
and happirmess with his wife and 
daughter which the war years 
had not allowed him to enjoy. For 
many years, I doubt whether he 
had ever felt really well, and yet 
he never refused to undertake a 
mission, no matter how difficult. 

He was a contrpversial figure. 
People either liked him very much 
or they disliked him heartily. 
Some thought him very able, and 
felt that he had contributed a 
great deal, not only during the 
war but in the positions he held 
before the war. Others disagreed 
violently. This was inevitable in 
the role that he played . 

I know, however, that he was a 
completely loyal friend and ad- 
viser, telling the truth as he saw 
it and carrying out his missions 
for the benefit of his country 
with very li€tle regard for his 
health or his own interests. His 
wife and children can take great 
pride in his wat service, and also 
in the work he did in the early 
years of the depresSion, Thou- 
sands and thousands of people in 
the United States owe to him the 
chance they had to live again, not 
on relief, but with the self-respect 
that comes from earning. one’s 
living. His children will always 
have as @ heritage the record of 
his service against which to meas- 
ure their own future accomplish- 
ments, 


N the majority of cases small 
| ureteral stones pass without any 

assistance though occasionally 
instrumental manipulation is nec- 
essary to dislodge the stone. Some 
stones due to their shape and 
small prong-like projections be- 
come embedded in the mucus 
membrane of the ureter and re- 
quire help before becoming dis- 
lodged. Ureters are like faces, 
they are all different 

The ureter (the tube that trans- 
ports urine from the kidney to the 
bladder) can accommodate unusu- 
ally large size stones. Then again 
a small stone that would apparent- 
ly give evidence of passing may 
not only require’ instrumental 
manipulation, but even surgery. 
This would at once suggest the 
necessity for using good judgment 
as to when to operate and when 
to use instrumental manipulation.

SEVERE CASES of ureteral 
colic should be in the hospital. In 
most instances the pain and hypo- 
dermics produce nausea and vom- 
iting and when this occurs the 
fluid intake is markedly dimin- 
ished. Denydration of the patient 
is quickly ‘1.vited and fluids given 
in the vein or under the skin are 
necessary to replace the loss, com- 
bat infection and generally sus- 
tain the patient. 

When .a stone reaches close 
proximity to the bladder the pas- 
sage of the stone may be facili- 
tated by incision of the ureter as 
is enters the bladder. This is ac- 
complished with a small specially 
designed operative scissors intro- 
duced into the closed bladder per 
urethra through operative cysto- 
scopic instruments. After the 
stone enters the bladder it usually 
passes unaided, but if not it can 
be removed per urethra with spe- 
cially designed instruments. All of 
these operative procedures are ac- 
complished with quickness and 
ease under the new type of anes-

~ thesia introduced _ into the veins 
thus avoiding inhalation anesthe- 
sia. The after-care of these pa- 
tients is important to avoid. stric- 
ture formation in the ureter due 
to scar formation. This is espe- 
cially true when the stone has 
been embedded over a protracted 
period.

ALL INFECTION of the kitiney, 
if present, must be controlied and 
regular systematic observation of 
the patient must be done over an 
indefinite period. 

The drinking of fluids and the 
taking of urinary antiseptics over 
a long period is another contri- 
bution to scientific termination of 
the case, In the case of operative 
removal of the stone the same 
post-operative care is followed. It 
thus becomes apparent that with 
all of the ingenious devices and 
the skill to use them stones in 
the ureter are successfully man- 
aged and in a iarge majority of 
cases surgical remova! avoided.

Shanghai: City of Contrasts 


Great Affluence and Dire Pov

A Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch 
SHANGHAI, Jan 80. 

HIS city that the Taipan 
T unt out of the pennies of tht 

400,000,000 is a place of vivid 
contrasts, perhaps because the 
marks of the Taipans’ building 
and those of the 400,000,000 are 
still here, side by side. 

You walk along the spacious, 
busy Bund, past the great towers 
and the ponderous bronze gates 
that guard their portals and in 
one imposing locked doorway 
there lies a tatterdemalion boy 
who looks dead. Startled, you stop 
and Jook again and the figure 
huddled against the chill bronze 
raises his wretched, disease- 
scabbed head and whines a plea 
for money. 

He is one of Shanghai’s many 
beggars. They tell you he works 
this stand every day and that it’s 
art, not sickness, that makes him 
look that way. Maybe so. 

You can’t escape the beggars. 
They dart from crowds and door- 
ways and tug at your sleeve and 
tag along dolorously whining, “Joe 
please Joe, please Joe.” You give 
or take a. picturesque cussing 
whose language you don’t have to 
understand. ; 

Some of the beggars are jovial 
workmen, like the two grinning, 
tattered boys who come up on 
either side and open up with a 
fast salestalk: ‘“Bakshee Joe. Very 
cold today Joe, very hungry to- 
day Joe. Me no papa, no mama, 
no money Joe.” 

You walk along the street past 
the ranks of overstuffed shops, 
windows filled with polished 
leather, rich wools, glittering sil- 
ver, expensive cameras, rare whis- 
keys, jade and shimmering silks. 
Alongside you in the narrow 
streets, the sleek, well-tended 
autos growl impatiently at the 
hurrying, black-and- blue clad 
throngs of the 400,000,000 and the 
exasperating tangle of rickshas 
and peddicabs. 

The peddicabs and rickshas are 
full of sailors and soldiers and 
cameo-featured Chin’ese girls 
dressed in the long fur coats, 
Hollywood hairdos and shapeless, 
padded ankle-length gowns that 
are the height of Chinese fashion 
in Shanghai, and sedate Chinese 


gentlemen in black silk skull caps “ 


with either hand tucked into the 
other sleeve of their long silk 
gowns, sitting up straight in the 
bobbing ricksha contemplating a 
crackpot world with unshakeable 
calm,

peddicabs peddled by skinny coo-

The Bund somewhat resembles 
Avenue facing Grant 


Park in Chicago, a row of stately 
windowed towers looking across 
the broad busy avenue and a 
gracious park to the waters of 
the Whangpoo. 

Like the towers of Michigan 
Avenue, the Bund’s lofty skyline 
has risen from mud and its roots 
are gigantic steel and concrete 
rafts floating in the river's ooze. 

These citadels are temples to 
money—clubs and office buildings 
and fine hotels and great banks 
of many countries—all built of 
pennies skillfully extracted from 
400,000,000 teeming, dying Chinese. 
The men who fashioned these 
spires were the Taipans, the ad- 
venturers of America, Britain, 
France and Japan who stood in 
the mud where the great rivers 
drain the wealth of China and— 
cloaked in the inviolability of 
extra-territorial rights — carefully 
exacted a portion of all the wealth 
that moved both ways on the 
bosom of the rivers, 

The Taipens left China when 
the great wrath came from the 


island empire across the Yellow: 


erty Are Side by Side in Chinese City 


Sea and while they were gone and 
while the guns and planes con- 
tended angrily across the Pacific 
and in the jungles of Burma, they 
lost the legal fiction, the extra- 
territorial rights, that made them 
superior to the law of the land 
they exploited and made them in- 
deed the most favored business- 
men in all the world. 

Now that the wrath has been 
driven back across the Yellow 
sea, the Taipans are coming back, 
but not to the happy hunting 
ground they left. Already they 
are grumbling resentfully against 
China's new taxes and the French 
are conducting a devious quarrel 
with Chiang’s courts, trying to 


preserve shreds of extra-territori- 


ality which the United States and 


* Britain gave up voluntarily—per- 


haps because they knew they 
sometime must. And the voice of 
Sir Victor Sasoon, the greatest of 
the Taipans, has been heard com- 
plaining from India that China 
must show greater hospitality to 
foreign business men. 

In the old days, when the 
Taipans felt the anger of the 400,- 
000,000 rising behind the Bund, 
they would call upon their navies 
and the gray cruisers and destroy- 
ers would slide in from the sea 
and lie impressively at anchor in 
the great bend where Soochow 
creek joins the Whangpoo. The 
cruisers and destroyers are there 
again today, gray and solid in the 
golden mist upon the river. But 
this time they are there for other 
purposes than to guarantee the 
safety of the Taipans industrially 
milking pennies from the 400,- 
000,000, 

One navy at least, that of the 
Inited States, still has work to do 
in the Whangpoo. But it is work 
of which there is little likelihood 
that the guns of the cruisers and 
destroyers will partake, The fight- 
ing ships seem to come here chief- 
ly to rest from the four years of 
struggle in the seas outside—and 
to give their crews a chance to 
visit the bars and buy souvenirs 
and make tKRe acquaintance of the 
sleek, overdressed Russian girls 
who long ago discarded virtue as 
an affectation and a foolish 
hindrance to commerce. 

There is little work for fight- 
ing craft, but their fat-bellied sis- 
ters, the cargo carriers, have 
much unfinished business. There 
are still the little brown hordes 
who failed at empire, to be car- 
ried back across the Yellow sea. 
There are-the hungry 400,000,000 
to be fed and clothed. And there 
are the sinewy soldiers of con- 
fused but surging China to be car- 
ried northward to Manchuria to 
reclaim their heritage from the 
imperialists who failed.

The spade break being what it 
was, West could have defeated 
the contract at the very start 
through the inspiration of a dia- 
mond lead. Not unnaturally, how- 
ever, the heart jack looked better 
to him. The queen won and de 
clarer led a trump to the ace, dis- 
gustedly noting East's failure to 
follow suit. Now, with a spade 
loser unavoidable, it seemed that 
the only hope was to find the dia- 
mond ace on side, and on that 
theory South immediately led a 
diamond toward the king. East 
promptly cashed three diamond 
tricks, and that was that. 


South failed to explore all the 
possibilities, Playing for the favor 
able position af the diamond ace 
might be newmssary—but not so 
early, and not until another line 
had been tested! The logical plan 
was to cash the spade king as 
well as the ace, then to cash the 
ace and king of clubs and to lead 
a third round of clubs, East would 
of course play low to this lead 
and declarer would ruff. Now it. 
would be elementary to re-enter 
dummy with a heart and lead the 
last club. It would also be ele- 
mentary, when East played the 
jack, to give him the trick, dis- 
carding a diamond from the 
closed hand! Obviously, any lead 
by East would be highly welcome 
to the declarer. A heart return 
would let South discard another 
diamond while dummy ruffed; a 
diamond return would establish 
dummy’s king. 

Thus, merely by testing the 
strong possibility that East had 
four clubs, declarer could have 
ignored the menace in the dia- 
mond suit.
